G.S.R. 336(E).— The following draft of certain rules which the 
Central Government proposes to make further to amend the Iron Ore Mines, 
Manganese Ore Mines and Chrome Ore Mines Labour Welfare Fund Rules, 
1978, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 12 of Iron Ore Mines.

Manganese Ore Mines and Chrome Ore Mines Labour Welfare Fund Act, 
1976 (61 of 1976) are hereby published for information of aH persons likely to 
be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken 
into consideration on or after the expiry of a period of forty-five days from the 

date on which copies of the Official Gazette containing the said notification 
are made available to the public. 

Any objection or suggestion, which may be received from any 
person with respect to the said draft rules on or before the expiry of the period 
specified above, will be considered by the Central Government.

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short tide and commencement,- (1) These roles may be 

called the Iron Ore Mines, Manganese Ore Mines and Chrome 
Ore Mines Labour Welfare Fund (Amendment) Rules, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their final 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 In the Iron Ore Mines, Manganese Ore Mines and Chrome 

Ore Mines Labour Welfare Fund Rules, 1978, - 
(a) for role 29, the following role shall be substituted, namely:- 

29. Inspection - The dispensary or the hospital 
services maintained by the owners of the Iron Ore Mines 
or the Manganese Ore Mines or the Chrome Ore Mines 
shall be inspected annually by the Welfare Commissioner 
of the region and the Senior-most Medical Officer of the 
region jointly. They shad, if the dispensary or the hospital 
conforms to the prescribed standard of the dispensaries or 
the hospitals of the Labour Welfare Organisation, as the 
case may be, issue a certificate in Form A which shall be 
valid for a period of one year from the date of the issue.*; 
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(b) for rule 32, the following shall be substituted, namely:- 
“32. Inspection - The maternity centre maintained by 
the owners of the Iron Ore Mines or the Manganese Ore 
Mines or the Chrome Ore Miners shall be inspected 
annually by the Welfare Commissioner of the region and 
the Senior-most Medical Officer of ithe region jointly. They K 
shall, if the maternity centre conforms to the prescribed 
standard of the maternity centre of the Labour Welfare 
Organisation, as the case may be, issue a certificate in 
Form B which shall be valid for a period of one year from 
the date of the issue.”; 

(c) in rule 34, in sub-rule (2), for clause (i), the following 
clause shall be substituted, namely: - 

(i) the amount of duty at the rate of ten paise per 
tonne recovered in respect of iron ore or manganese ore 
or chrome ore produced by the mine .less the 
proportionate cost of recovery; or”.
